President Delivers an 
Armistice Day 
Address 


By EDWARD O. MAYL 

WASHINGTON—(INS) — Thir- 
teen years to the hour after the 
guns ceased booming on the west- 
ern front, President Hoover stood 
on a fiag-drapped platform here 
today and expressed the conviction 
that. despite the turbulence of 
world affairs for the past year 
progress is steadily . being made 
toward the twin goal of disarma- 
ment, and ‘world peace. 

“The outstanding problem of 
statesmanship today,” he said, “In 
every country and in every part of 
the world is to re-establish con- 
fidence; not alone each nation in 
its institutions, but among na- 
tions.” 

Refers to Depression 

This declaration immediately fol- 
lowed .a reference to the_ trying 
economic times through which the 
world has been passing during the 
last two years—so trying, he said, 
that ‘‘the stability of many na- 
tions has been greatly shaken.” 

“No greater contribution can be 
made,” he went on, “to economic 
relief than day-to-day conclusive 
demonstration that progress is be- 
ing made in relieving stress and 
strain which now so oppress the 
atmosphere of the family of na- 
tions. 

“Such action. requires. no treaties, 
no documents and no commitments. 
It requires only that each nation 
realize the situation that exists; 
that it contribute in its own poli- 
cies and wihin its own best inter- 
est to the ae of good will and 
the rebuilding of confidence. 

“That progress is being made.”

BEER GANGSTER 
SHOT TO DEATH 


Bodyguard Slain as 
Liquor War Flares 
Up at Chicago 


CHICAGO—(INS)—An _ attempt 
to seize the Oak Lawn beer terri- 
tory of Al Capone was. blamed to- 
day for a roadhouse gun battle in 
which Raymond Kane, 23-year-old 
bodyguard of Edward “Spike” 
O'Donnell, was slain and an un- 
identified Companion was wounded. 

Kane, a singer, recently gave up 
his musical career to join. the 
forces of the south side beer lord. 

. The gun battle occurred last 
Sight in Pred W. Berg’s roadhouse 
in Oak Lawn, a suburb. Kane and 
two companions entered the place 
with guns drawn, but Berg shot him 
through the heart when the ex- 
singer’s revolver jammed. 

One of Kane’s companions leaped 
on Berg and began beating him, but 
fied when Theodore Petry, a truck 
driver, shot and wounded him. The 
third man also fied in a waiting 
autemobile. 

Police were unwilling to accept 
Berg’s story that the trio attempted 
to hold him up and began an in- 
vestigation on the theory that the 
shooting marked an attempt by

Babe Ruth Leader in Homers 
Ten Times in Thirteen Years 
Bambino Undisputed| 


A. L. Champ for 12 
Straight Years 


NEW YORK—(INS)—Did you 
know that in the 13 years since 
Babe Ruth began to make four base 
gestures that he has been beaten 
only three times for the big lea- 
gue championship? 

In 1919, when he first began to 


In 1920 Ruth bumped out 54 while 
his nearest rival, George Sisler, 
compiled only 19. And in 1921, 
while the Babe rolled 59 round 
trippers off his bat, the best any- 


th body else could do was 24. 


He finished as runner-up to the 
great Rogers Hornsby in 1922, get- 
ting only 35 while the “Rajah” 
hooked forth 42. But that was a 
rather abbreviated season for the 
“Big Bam.” He did some monkey 
business prior to the opening of 
1922, incurred the displeasure of 
Judge Landis and was kept out 
of the lineup for quite a spell. He 


be| was sick later and the net result 


was that he played in only 110 
games that year or about two 
thirds of the schedule. 

Fred Williams tied the “Babe” 
with 41 homers in 1923, but in 
1924 he stepped ahead of all op- 
position with 46. In 1925 Hornsby 
again took his measure, 39 to 25, 
but once again it is noted that he 
was stricken with illness and fig- 
ured in only 98 games. He had a 
consolution of knowing that he had 
higher-home-run-per-game average 
higher home-runper-game average 
than his conqueror. 

Ruth reigned supreme in 1926 
with 47, in 1927 with 60, in 1928 
with 54 and in 1929 with 46. But 
in 1930 “Hack” Wilson rose up, 
busted loose with 56 and Ruth 
trailed him with 49. 

In 1931, he waged a terrific sea- 
son-long fight with Lou Gehrig, a 
teammate, seemed to be beaten up 
to the final week of play, then came 
on with a majestic rally and led 
pants with 46 on the last day of 
play. 

So one finds that through 13 
years Ruth was undisputed Ameri-

Talks on World Peace 
In an Armistice 


Day Address 
(Continued “from: Page One) 


the beautiful war memorial erected 
here to the district of Columbia 
soldiers who died in the world war: 
Mr. Hoover came to it direct from 
Arlington where he had deposited 
a wreath on the tomb of the un- 
known soldier. 

The millenium cannot be 
achieved overnight, the president 
said. 

“Peace is the product of pre- 
paredness for defense, the patient 
settlement of controversy, and the 
dynamic development of the forces 
of good will. It is the resul* of the 


delicate balance of that realism: 


born of human experience and of 
idealism born of the highest of hu- 
man aspirations for international 
justice.” 

Text of Address 

The text of the president’s ad- 
dress follows: 

“Great shrines in our national 
capital mark reverent remembrance 
of those who have given sacrifice 
and glory to the nation. Marble 
and bronze,’ in their eloquence of 
silence and beauty, tell the death- 
less story of heroic deeds done for 
our country 

“We gather here today to dedi- 
cate a new shrine to those resi- 
dents of the District. of Columbia 
who served in the world war. This 
temple will recall for all time their 
services and sacrifices. 

“It is particularly fitting that 
these services should be held: on 
Armistice day, when, throughout 
the nation, our citizens pause ter 
honor all those who gave their lives 
in the greatest conflict which has} 
ever engulfed the world. 

“Thirteen years to the day have 
passed since the guns ceased their 
destruction of life, and nations be- 
gan their march back to peace and 
reconstruction. That day was a 
day of rejoicing in victory, a day of 
pride in the valor of our army and 
navy, a day of hope for peace in a 
better world. With each succeed- 
ing year, Armistice Day has come 
to be a day to pay tribute to the 
millions who valiantly bore arms in 
a worthy cause and to renew resolv- 
es that the peace for which these 
men sacrificed themselves shall be 
maintained. 

Peace Not Assured 

“However great our desire for 
peace, we must not assume that the 
peace for which these men died has 
become assured to the world or that 
the obligation which they left, to 
us, the living, have been discharg- 
ed. The minds of many races still 
are stirred by memories of centuries 
of injustice; in others there is ever 
present the fear of invasion and 
domination; many peoples are filled 
with hopes of liberty and indepen- 
dence. The boundaries of many 
nations are but zones of age-old 
contention. The growth of popula- 
tion and economic striving prféss 
against the borders of others. World 
wide expansion of commerce and 
industry, with its vast interchange 
of citizens, brings the daily obliga- 
tion of self-respecting nations to 
see that their nationals abroad in 
pacific pursuits shall not be unjust- 
ly imperiled as to life and property. 
In every country men can secure 
| public attention and even a living 
by stirring malignant forces of fear 
and hate of their neighbors. AS a 
result of these forces the world is 
more heavily armed than even be~ 
fore tite great war. 

Product of Preparedness 

“All of these dangers present’ to 
statesmen a world where peace.ctan 
not be had by resolution and in- 
junction alone. Peace is thé ‘pro- 
duct of preparedness for defense, 
the patient settlement of contro- 
versy, and the dynamic development 
of the forces of good will. It is the 
result of the delicate balance of 
that realism born of human exper- 
ience and of idealism born of the 
highest. of human aspiratioris~ for 
international justice. 

“The backwash of forces loosened 
by the great war has grown until 
during the past two years the stab- 
ility of many nations has been 
greatly shaken. This. with their 
fears and discouragement for the 
future, weakened confidence 
throughout the whole financial and 
economic world. That loss of con- 
fidence added enormously to unem- 
ployment, to the distress of agricul- 
ture and business everywhere. From 
it all we have been passing through 
an emergency second only to the 
great war. 

“But the emergency has brought 
a realization that the outstanding 


problem of statesmanship today in | % 


every country and in every part of 
the world is to reestablish’ confi- 
dence, not alone each nation in its 
own institutions, but among na- 
tions. And no greater contribution 
can be made to economic relief than 
day-to-day conclusive demonstra- 
tion that progress is being made in 
relieving stress and strain which

“Such action requires no treaties, 
no documents, and no commit- 
ments. It requires only.that-each-« 
nation realize the situation that ex+"" 
ists; that it contribute in its own 
policies and within its own best in- 
terest to the building of good will 
and the rebuilding of confidence. 

“That progress is being made. It 
has been made by frank, sincere,, 
and direct personal references on 
mutual problems between heads of 
states throughout the world. It has 
been made by similar action among . 
the financial, industrial, and social: 
institutions of the world. These dis- 
cussions have developed common 
action and have increased good will 
and confidence. These consistent. 
efforts are providing new. avenues 
of relief and are assuredly turning 
the tide for a greatly suffering 
world. 

“It is by building good will and 
constructive effort among nations 
that we can best honor the memory 
of men who died that the * world 
should have peace. ‘This monu- 
ment stands for men who fought 
not only for their country but. to 
establish the principles of justice 
and peace. We pay tribute here to 
their valor. We honor them for 
their sacrifice. We respect their 
memory by renewing our obligations 
to the purposes and ideals for which 
they fought.”
